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THE GERMANS AT 
VERSAILLES, 


FREE MOVEMENT WITHIN 
BARRICADES. : 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent | 


in Paris telegraphed on Saturday :—Certain 
changes are visible in the streets of Versailles 
to-day. I am told, on inquiry at the Special 
Commissary's Office in the Hotel des Reser- 
voirs, that there is no truth in the report that 
M. Houdaille had gone to St. Germain to make 
arrangements for the reception of the Austrian 
Peace Delegation. At the present moment it is 
quite impossible at Versailles to ascertain the 
truth of this statement. I am also told that 
there is. no truth in the story published in this 
morning's Paris papers that a number of Ger- 
man journalists a escaped from their guar- 
dians, and enjoyed the evening in Paris. 
On the other hand, there is visible in the 
streets of Versailles a stronger determination 
than ever to keep the Germans to themselves. 
A palisade is being built along the whole side 
of the Rue des Reservoirs, in which the Hotel 
des Reservoirs is situated, on the side opposite 
to the hotel. This palisade runs along the edge 
of the Em clear down to the Boulevard 
de ja Reine, in such a way that the three 
hotels in which the Germans are lodged are 
enclosed. Thus the Germans may walk on one 
side of the pavement from one to the other of 
the three hotels. The other side is reserved for 
the inhabitants of Versailles. Barricades are 
also being built across the street, so that the 
Germans may not go beyond the area reserved 
for them. Any German found outside the 
barrier will be arrested and ds ported to Ger- 
many. All the staff of the German Delegation 
have been warned of this fact These pre- 
cautions have been taken because it was found 
that the Germans, instead of keeping the rule, 
wandered freely about the town, going in and 
out of shops and restaurants, escaping the ob- 
servation of the authorities in them. 
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BOLSHEVIK RETREAT CUT OFF. 

A Press Association Omsk telegram of April 26 
says:—It is officially stated at headquarters 
that the Siberian troops have taken the towns 
of Aktubinsk and Sahartchine, a station on the 
Tashkend Railway, thus cutting off the Bol- 
shevike’ retreat from Urenberg, towards Tash- 
kend.
